I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  ended  December  31st,  1954,  this  bein-  mv 
tenth  Annual  Report.  “ ^ 

For  the  purpose  of  my  Introductory  Remarks  all  constituent  Authorities  in  the  Northern 
Area  have  been  taken  as  one  District  and  the  following  statistics  are  based  on  the  Registrar  General’s 
figures  of  population  for  all  Districts.

SUMMARY  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1954. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  was  64,170  which  was  an  increase 
of  746  over  that  for  1953.  All  Districts  showed  an  increase  in  population  except  for  Bethesda 
and  Penmaenmawr  which  showed  decreases  of  19  and  30  respectively.  Llandudno  showed  the 
greatest  increase  with  330 ; and  the  remaining  districts  had  increases  as  follows  : — Bangor  190  • 
Conway  160  ; Llanfairfechan  25  ; Betwsycoed  ii  and  Nant  Conway  4.  ’ 

Birth  Rate. 

There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  from  13 . 18  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1953 
to  12.92  per  1,000  in  1954. 

The  live  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.2  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared 
with  15.5  per  1,000  in  1953.  The  illegitimacy  rate  was  46  per  1,000  Uve  births,  or  3 per  1,000 
below  the  average  for  the  preceeding  five  years. 

Death  Rate. 

The  Death  Rate  was  14 . 30  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  13.53  per  1,000  in  I9<3. 
The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  Ii  .3  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with 
1 1. 4 per  1,000  in  1953. 


Infant  Mortality. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  from  31.97  per  1,000  live  births  in  1953 
to  25.33  per  1,000  live  births.  This  was  less  than  the  Infant  Mortahty  Rate  for  England  and 
Wales  which  was  25 . 5 per  1,000  live  births.  In  1954,  17  of  the  21  deaths  of  infants  under  i year 
of  age  occured  under  the  age  of  4 weeks. 

Cancer  Mortality. 

There  was  a sUght  increase  in  the  Cancer  Mortality  Rate  from  2.31  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion in  1953  to  2.477  per  1,000  in  1954.  The  Cancer  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  also 
increased  from  1.99  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1953  to  2.035  per  1,000  in  1954. 


Tuberculosis  Mortality. 

The  Tuberculosis  Mortality  Rate  showed  an  increase  to  0.49  per  1,000  of  the  population 
compared  with  0.39  per  1,000  in  1953.  The  Tuberculosis  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales 
decreased  from  0.20  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1954  to  o.  179  per  1,000  in  1954. 


Whooping  Cough  & Measles. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  or  Measles  during  1954. 
Diphtheria. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  1954  C'  'mpared  with  no  cases  in  1953. 


Acute  Poliom  elitis. 

There  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  Poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

Influenza  Mortality. 

There  were  four  deaths  directly  attributable  to  Influenza  during  1954  giving  a Mortality  Rate 
of  o 06  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  an  Influenza  Mortality  Rate  of  0.04  per  1,000 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Pneumonia. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Pneumonia  was  0.28  per  1,000  of  the  population  which  was  the  same 
as  that  for  1953. 

The  Pneumonia  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.39. 

INCIDENCE  OF  NOTIFIED  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  1954,  532  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis)  were  notified  compared 
with  808  cases  in  1953  and  41 1 cases  in  1952. 

The  infectious  diseases  notified  consisted  of  24  Scarlet  Fever  ; i Diphtheria  ; 178  Whooping 
Cough  ; 232  Measles  ; 2 Dysentery ; 7 Cerebro-spinal  meningitis  ; 9 Poliomyelitis  ; 23  Chicken 
Pox  ; (not  statutorily  notifiable)  25  Pneumonia  ; 7 Food  Poisoning  and  14  Erysipelas. 

Table  “ A ” below  shows  the  number  of  male  and  female  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  notified,  divided  into  different  Age  Groups.  Table  “ B ” gives  the  case  rates 
for  1954  and  1953  of  cenain  notified  infectious  diseases  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  Northern 
Area  compared  with  those  for  England  and  Wales.

^ Comparability  Factor. 

The  Registrar  General  has  issued  figures  known  as  Comparability  Factors  for  Birth  and  Deaths. 
These  are  numbers  by  which  the  Birth  Rates  and  Death  Rates  for  individual  Districts  should  be 
multiplied  in  order  to  give  a truer  comparison  of  the  rates,  thus  compensating  for  the  fact  that  som.e 
districts  have  a population  of  more  elderly  people  than  others.  The  following  are  the  Compara- 
bility Factors  for  the  various  districts  : —

Tuberculosis. 

During  1954,  61  Male  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  44  Female  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  cases 
were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis  Registers  in  additon  to  3 Male  Non-Pulmonary  and  8 Female  Ncn- 
Pulgmonary. 

These  figures  are  compared  with  a total  of  loi  Pulmonary  and  17  Non-Pulmonary  cases 
which  were  notified  in  1953. 

After  “Transfers”  “Patients  lost  sight  of”,  “Recovered”,  deaths  and  additions  to  the 
Registers  there  were  299  Male  Pulmonary,  265  Female  Pulmonary,  40  Male  Non-Pulmonary 
and  50  Female  Non-Pulmonary  cases  on  the  Registers  on  December  31st,  1954,  compared  with 
322  Male  Pulomonary,  271  Female  Pulmonary,  45  Male  Non-Pulmonary  and  55  Female  Non- 
Pulmonary  cases  on  31st  December,  1953. 

Mass  Radiography  Service. 

During  1954  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Conway, 
Llandudno,  Llanfairfechan  and  Penmaenmaw  r and  the  results  of  these  surveys  are  included  in  tl  e 
District  Reports  in  Part  C. 

Housing. 

During  1954  a total  of  244  houses  were  completed  in  the  various  districts  of  the  Northern 
Area  of  Caernarvonshire.  Of  these  126  were  built  by  Local  Authorities.  The  numbers  built 
by  individual  Councils  will  be  found  in  Table  IV.

The  estimated  population  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  for  June  1954  is  13850  compared 
with  13660  in  1953. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  13.21  per  1000  of  the  population  compared  with  13.69  in  1953  and  14.32 
per  1000  of  the  population  in  1952. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  32.78  per  1000  live  births  compared  with  26.74  in  i953  and 
35-35  per  1000  hve  births  in  1952. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases.  (For  Zymotic  Diseases  see  Tables  2 and  3).

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1954. 
(G.  W.  OUTRAM,  C.R.S.I.,  M.S.I.A.). 


PUBLIC  ABATTOIR. 

The  change  of  control  of  slaughterhouses  from  Government  to  Local  Authority  in  July  re- 
minded us  that  prior  to  1940  the  slaughtering  of  animals  took  place  in  the  Corporation  Abattoir 
and  in  Private  Slaughterhouses,  neither  a convenient,  nor  a satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  With  the 
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advent  of  the  war,  slaughtering  came  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  was  central- 
ised at  the  Municipal  Abattoir.  On  decontrol  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  July,  none  of  the  private 
slaughterhouses  was  in  a condition  to  be  re-opened,  and  the  Health  Committee  offered  Slaughter- 
ing Facilities  at  the  Municipal  Abattoir  to  all  local  butchers  upon  a payment  basis.  This  arrange- 
ment is  operating  satisfactorily,  and  in  particular  ensures  ioo%  post-motrtem  examination  of 
carcases  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

The  three  local  hospitals  admit  many  patients  who  are  found  to  be  suffering  from  an  infectious 
disease.  When  special  precautions  are  necessary  the  department  co-operates  in  investigating  and 
tracing  contacts,  and  by  disinfecting  wards. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  table  that  1954  was  particulary  free  from  the  zymotic  diseases, 
which  clearly  indicates  that  the  abnormal  weather  conditions  which  prevailed  do  not  increase  the 
incidence  of  these  diseases.  The  same  cannot  be  said  of  influenza  and  the  common  cold  which  were 
rampant  throughout  the  year. 


DISINFECTION. 

As  a result  of  Infectious  Disease  the  infected  rooms,  hospital  wards,  etc.,  are  disinfected  with 
formaldehyde  gas.  Similar  treatment  is  given  in  the  homes  of  tuberculos  persons  removed  to 
a sanatorium,  or  following  deaths  from  infectious  disease.  Sixty-one  disinfections  were  carried 
out.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Three  classes  of  milk  continue  to  be  retailed  in  the  borough,  Tuberculin  Tested,  Heat  Treated 
and  ordinary  raw  ungraded.  The  bulk  of  the  supply  is  Pasteurised  milk,  and  year  by  year  we 
see  the  names  of  long  estabhshed  Producer/Retailers  selling  “ loose  milk  ” removed  from  the  list. 
The  farmers  find  it  simpler  to  sell  their  entire  supply  to  the  large  dairies  where  it  is  pasteurised. 
This  ensures  a higher  standard  of  bacteriological  purity  before  sale  to  the  consumer. 

Sixty-nine  sample  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  satis- 
factory. 


ICE  CREAM. 

Constant  observation  was  made  on  the  forty-eight  premises  registered  to  sell  ice-cream, 
particularly  during  the  busy  summer  season.  Hundred  and  One  samples  were  taken,  four  only 
being  below  the  required  standard.  These  were  followed  up  with  the  result  that  a repeat  sample 
showed  Grade  i results. 


HYGIENE  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  premises  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  for  the 
preparation  of  sausages  and  other  cooked  meats.  Visits  were  also  made  to  restaurant  kitchens, 
bakehouses,  snack  bars,  canteens  and  foodshops.  All  infringements  noticed  were  remedied  fol- 
lowing interviaws  with  the  persons  concerned. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

In  1954  thirty-eight  complaints  of  rats  and  fifty-four  of  mice  were  received.  In  every  case 
effective  steps  were  taken  to  eradicate  the  pests. 

During  the  year  the  sewers  were  pre-baited  and  baited,  and  the  Refuse  Tip  also  received 
systematic  treatment. 


VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

During  the  year,  47  premises  or  parts  of  premises  were  treated  with  insecticide  for  bugs,  i, 
cockroaches  15,  ants  19  ; fleas  12.  In  addition  a considerable  quantity  of  insect  powder  was 
issued  to  householders  for  home  treatment  of  insect  pests. 

HOUSING. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954  was  placed  on  the  statute  book,  and  its  important 
provisions  placed  added  duties  on  the  shoulders  of  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  first  specific  task 
was  to  sumbmit  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  by  August  1955,  proposals  for 
dealing  with  houses  within  the  district  which  appear  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  liable 
for  demolition. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  a preliminary  survey  indicated  that  approximately  seven  hundred 
houses  would  require  closer  and  in  the  majority  of  cases,  individual  inspection,  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  be  classified  in  the  appropriate  groups.  This  work  will  commence  in  January  1955,  and 
the  aim  is  to  complete  the  full  survey  in  three  months. 

The  Department  is  also  responsible  for  dealing  with  appUcations  for  certificates  of  disrepair 
from  householders  under  the  relevent  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  rent  restriction. 

SHOPS  ACT. 

Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  from  time  to  time,  and  it  has  been  found  that  con- 
ditions have  been  well  maintained.  Few  shopkeepers  remain  open  to  the  maximum  of  the  hours 
permitted,  nearly  all  closing  at  6.0  p.m.  There  is  however,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  shops  who 
take  advantage  of  the  exemptions  of  the  Act  allowing  the  sale  of  smokers  requisites,  confectionery 
and  sweets  on  Sundays,  the  weekly  half  holiday  and  later  hours.  Whilst  this  appears  unfair  to 
shopkeepers  who  choose  to  remain  closed,  it  finds  no  disfavour  with  the  public.  Vigilance  is 
necessary  to  prevent  goods  not  exempted  being  sold,  and  the  shopkeepers  are  regularly  reminded 
of  this  contravention. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out,  drawing  the  atten  ion  of  occupiers  to  any  defects  in  sanitary 
conveniences  or  lack  of  cleanliness.  All  notices  served  were  readily  complied  with,  and  the  necessary 
works  executed. 


DRAINAGE  AND  OTHER  SANITARY  MATTERS. 

The  Ccuncil’s  decision  that  where  stopped  drains  in  private  dwellinghouses  can  be  cleared 
simply  by  rodding  or  plunging  there  will  be  no  charge  has  greatly  eased  the  difficulties  of  deciding 
the  question  of  liabihty  for  payment  between  owner  and  occupier.  Choked  drains  are  now  attended 
to  immediately  complaint  is  received.  Only  in  a few  cases  during  the  year  was  a charge  found 
necessary  due  to  the  need  of  excavation  to  expose  the  drain. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  of  Licensed  Premises,  Cinemas  and  Public  Halls  were  inspected 
whenever  possible.  The  general  cleanliness,  ventilation  and  conveniences  were,  generally  speak- 
ing, satisfactory. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  of  schools  were  found  reasonably  clean,  but  it  seems  unavoidable 
that  some  measure  of  soiling  is  observed  when  inspections  are  made.  The  School  Cartakers  do 
their  cleaning  tasks  usually  in  the  evenings.  With  so  many  children  using  the  lavatories  during 
the  day,  the  only  means  of  ensuring  cleanliness  at  all  times  is  constant  supervision. 

School  sanitation  should  be  second  to  none,  but  this  happy  state  of  affairs  is  still  a long  way  off. 

Accumulation  of  rubbish  in  various  parts  of  the  town  have  to  be  dealt  with  periodically.  When 
there  is  a possible  risk  of  endangering  public  health,  the  department  removes  the  offensive  matter 
without  delay. 

Soiling  of  pavements  etc  by  dogs  brings  many  pertinent  complaints  from  citizens.  There  is 
no  law  to  combat  this,  but  in  any  future  review  of  the  Bangor  Corporation  Act,  it  may  be  possible 
to  incorporate  a provision  to  deal  with  this  nuisance.

HOUSING  WORKS. 

Maintenance. 

The  Direct  Labour  Depot  endeavours  to  meet  all  the  complaints  from  the  1400  houses  now  in 
Council  ownership,  and  during  the  year,  1,658  complaints  were  dealt  with.  Painting  the  exterior 
of  Council  houses  was  retarded  by  poor  weather  conditions.  240  houses  were  done  (100  by  Con- 
tract). 

New  Houses. 

Maesgeirchen  No.  i Contract  (50  houses)  was  completed  and  a start  made  on  Contract  No.  2 
(52  houses).  72  houses  handed  over  during  the  year. 

A further  16  houses  at  Maesgeirchen  (Contract  No.  3)  and  16  Unity  Flats  at  Coedmawr  were 
contracted  for. 

Private  Development. 

Eight  new  houses  were  completed. 

SEWERAGE  AND  FLOOD  PREVENTION. 

Though  careful  inspections  are  carried  out  on  a few  occasions  during  the  year,  in  which  some 
exceptional  storms  were  experienced,  some  flooding  was  experienced  in  the  Hendrewen  and  Farrar 
Road  areas. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

No  difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintining  an  adequate  water  supply. 

Extensions  were  put  in  at  Coedmawr  for  the  new  flats  and  at  Maesgeirchen  on  the  extension 
to  the  Housing  Estate. 

Waste  Prevention  measures  were  continued,  but  the  New  Service  reservoir  Scheme  was  still 
in  its  preparatory  stage.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Direct  Labour  collection  continues  and  the  growth  in  the  number  of  collections  has  to  be 
met  by  assistance  of  transport  from  the  Highways  Department  for  approximately  two  days  each 
week.  It  is  hoped  to  acquire  Auxiliary  equipment  in  the  form  of  a tractor  and  trailer  next  year. 

Once  weekly  collections  from  dwellings  and  twice  weekly  from  Colleges  and  Institutions. 

Disposal  at  Controlled  Tip,  Wem  Fields,  Caernarvon  Road.  Negotiations  proceeding  for 
a new  site  on  the  East  side  of  the  Town. 

Salvage  of  waste  paper  and  beard  continues  to  the  benefit  of  the  Coimcil  and  the  Collectors 
who  participate  in  a Bonus  Scheme.

The  estimated  population  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  for  June  1954  is  4350  compared 
with  4369  in  1953. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  13.79  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  18.77  ^953  and  17.48 

per  1000  of  the  population  in  1952. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  16.66  per  1000  live  births  compared  with  24.39  in  1954  and 
12.29  per  1000  live  births  in  1952. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases.  (For  Zymotic  Diseases  see  Tables  2 and  3).

REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR  AND  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1954. 
(J.  G.  Evans,  m.s.i.a.,  a.r.s.i.) 

Housing. 

No  new  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year.  30  of  the  existing  scheme  of  54 
houses  at  Pant  y Ffrydlas  are  nearing  completion. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  main  source  of  supply  is  the  Afon  Gaseg  which  yields  a plentiful  supply  of  good  water 
at  the  intake.  The  distribution  is  by  gravitation.  The  distribution  mains  however  are  old  and  in- 
crustrated and  certain  parts  of  the  district  experience  a shortage  at  times. 

The  Coimcil’s  Consulting  Engineers  have  prepared  a scheme  of  improvement  which  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  a Public  Enquiry  was  held  at  Bethesda  in  November,  1954.  The 
Ministry  later  approved  of  the  improvement  scheme  subject  to  certain  conditions. 

Sewerage. 

All  the  Council’s  houses  and  the  majority  of  private  houses  are  connected  to  the  main  sewers. 
Sewage  treatment  is  carried  out  on  a six  acre  land  irrigation  system. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Weekly  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  lorry  and  workmen  and  the  refuse  is  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  after  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  and  householders  are  supplied 
with  free  disinfectant  when  necessary.  In  cases  of  Tuberculosis  where  destruction  of  the  bedding 
is  recommended  the  Coimcil  makes  a contribution  towards  replacement. 

Rodent  Control. 

Systematic  inspection  and  eradication  is  carried  out  in  properties  and  sewers. 

Meat  Supplies. 

Since  July  a private  slaughter  house  has  been  re-opened  for  the  use  of  five  local  butchers. 
Parks. 

The  Council  possess  a park  which  includes  a bowling  green,  tennis  courts,  children’s  swings,  etc. 
Ice  Cream. 

8 samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  with  the 
following  results — Grade  i,  4 5 Grade  II — 2 ; Grade  III — o ; Grade  IV — 2.  Where  an  un- 
satisfactory result  was  reported  further  samples  were  taken  imtil  a satisfactory  result  was  received. 
Ice  cream  is  manufactured  at  one  shop  only  in  the  district  and  its  sale  is  confined  to  that  shop.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1954. 


Slaughtering. 

Three  of  the  pre-war  slaughterhouses  have  now  been  re-licenced  to  the  original  owners,  but 
the  volume  of  slaughtering  carried  on  since  controls  ceased  is  nothing  like  pre-war  practice. 

It  is  taking  a long  time  to  get  down  to  a regular  routine,  in  fact  there  is  not,  as  yet,  any  regular 
routine.  One  week  the  butcher  may  buy  dead  “ off  the  hook  ” and  the  next  will  buy  live  and 
slaughter  locally. 
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^"here  are  many  reasons  for  this.  Market  fluctuations  in  prices.  Lack  of  trained  personnel, 
grading  controls,  high  retail  prices,  thousands  of  young  post  war  wives  who  have  never  been  trained 
to  know  meat  as  their  mothers  did,  change  in  public  taste,  canteen  meals  at  work  and  school.  Better 
refrigeration  facilities  for  the  trade  and  the  home,  after  effects  of  war  time  shortages  and  controls, 
all  of  which  have  combined  to  create  a changed  world  in  the  meat  trade.  One  thing  is  particularly 
obvious  and  that  is  the  much  higher  standard  of  quality  of  meat  available,  than  that  which  was 
obtainable  under  controls. 


Camping. 

The  demand  for  camping  facilities  continue  to  increase  and  more  and  more  space  is  taken  up 
for  this  purpose  each  year. 

There  are  six  privately  owned  sites  licenced  in  the  Borough  all  of  which  are  well  patronised 
two  were  filled  to  capacity  for  the  height  of  the  Summer  season,  with  temporary  overflows  of 
campers  on  to  neighbouring  land. 

At  the  Bryn  Morfa  Camp  a completely  new  sanitary  block  has  been  constructed  with  new 
conveniences  sufficient  for  the  demand. 

Considerable  development  has  been  carried  out  on  the  Municipal  Camping  Ground  on  Conway 
Morfa.  During  the  year  additions  were  made  to  the  men’s  and  womens’  conveniences,  but 
despite  this  there  is  still  considerable  congestion  at  certain  times  of  the  day.  Steps  have  been  taken 
for  the  provision  of  added  conveniences,  and  a larger  scheme  of  development  is  under  consideration. 

Existing  roads  have  been  improved  and  new  approach  roads  constructed  in  order  to  render 
further  camping  area  available  for  caravans. 

The  old  Guard  Room  has  been  transformed  into  an  up  to  date  Cafe  Restaurant,  fitted  with 
gas  and  electricity.  It  has  been  let  to  an  efficient  caterer  who  has  displayed  a high  sense  of  cafe 
hygiene  in  his  own  town  business  and  there  is  every  confidence  that  he  will  conduct  this  restaurant 
in  a creditable  manner  worthy  of  a municipal  camping  site. 

The  density  of  caravans  has  now  been  reduced  from  30  to  25  to  the  acre.  This  is  in  con- 
formity with  Town  Planning  practice. 

Refuse  collection  from  camping  sites  has  now  become  a major  problem  and  occupies  a great 
deal  of  time  and  attention  during  the  busy  season. 

Nearly  all  refuse  from  camps  is  of  a combustible  nature  and  could  be  burned  on  the  site.  This 
in  turn  would  create  a constant  smoke  nuisance  and  for  that  reason  is  not  favoured.  There  is  a 
case  here  for  the  development  of  an  efficient  incinerator  small  enough  to  be  portable,  and  of  such 
design  as  to  consume  its  own  smoke  and  at  the  same  time  produce  abundant  hot  water  for  the  use 
of  the  campers. 

The  yield  per  head  of  refuse  from  a camp  appears  to  be  greater  than  that  of  people  living  in 
dwelling  houses.  There  are  several  reasons  for  this,  one  being  the  transitory  nature  of  camping 
where  so  much  material  is  packed  in  tins  and  boxes  and  multiplied  every  time  a caravan  changes 
tenants,  sometimes  as  frequently  as  twice  a week. 

Another  reason,  is,  very  few  caravans  have  open  fires  in  which  to  burn  refuse,  whereas  a great 
deal  of  refuse  is  consumed  in  the  kitchen  range  even  in  the  Summer,  particularly  in  boarding 
houses,  and  dwelling  houses  catering  for  visitors. 

Again  there  are  no  compost  heaps  at  a camp  and  the  nature  of  the  refuse  does  not  make  it 
suitable  for  feeding  chickens  etc..  Therefore  the  only  safe  plan  is  to  put  it  in  a bin  and  get  it  re- 
moved as  soon  as  possible. 


Housing. 

The  cessation  of  Municipal  building  has  been  supplemented  by  a rapid  increase  in  the  number 
of  houses  built  for  private  ownership. 

The  Council  has  not  yet  considered  its  programme  of  Slum  Clearance,  but  in  view  of  the 
extensive  demolitions  made  in  prewar  days,  there  are  not  many  properties  likely  to  be  placed  in 
this  category,  an  extensive  scheme  is  not  envisaged. 

At  the  request  of  the  Council  all  Council  owned  houses  are  to  be  inspected  as  to  the  sanitary 
condition  and  the  state  in  which  they  are  maintained  by  the  tenants.

Milk. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order  1954,  came  into  operation  in  the 
Llandudno  district  on  the  ist  April,  1954,  which  made  compulsory  the  use  of  special  designated 
milk  for  retail  sales.  For  some  time  the  sale  of  “ loose  ” milk  had  been  slowly  diminishing  and  the 
demand  by  the  public  of  a bottled  pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk  increasing. 

Regular  samples  of  pasteurised,  sterilised  and  tuberculin  tested  milk  have  been  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  with  very  satisfactory  results.  Of  69  samples  of  milk  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  only  one  failed  the  prescribed  test. 

Chemical  Analysis  of  Milk. 

During  the  year  15  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  submission  to  the  Public  Analyst.  Of  these 
13  were  found  to  be  genuine  and  of  good  quality.  2 samples  were  found  to  be  below  the  required 
standard  and  letters  of  caution  were  sent  to  the  producers. 

Ice  Cream. 

Fifty-one  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  three  of  which  are  manufacturers. 

During  the  year  77  samples  were  obtained  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  with 
the  following  results  : — 

54  samples  placed  in  Grade  i \ Satisfactory 
15  samples  placed  in  Grade  2 j 
6 Samples  placed  in  Grade  3 — (doubtful) 

2 Samples  placed  in  Grade  4 — (unsatisfactory) 
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" The  majority  of  doubtful  and  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  loose  ice-cream  and  would 
appear  to  be  due  to  the  use  of  unsterile  servers.  Advice  and  the  co-operation  of  the  vendors  resulted 
in  subsequent  satisfactory  results  from  these  sources. 


Food. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  on  the  inspection  of  footstuffs  at  shops  and  other 
premises  although  the  installation  of  refrigerators  in  many  food  premises  has  shown  a marked 
reduction  from  previous  years.

Meat. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Abbattoir  reverted  from  Ministry  Control  and  is  now  used  by  private 
butchers,  the  Fatsotck  Corporation  and  a Wholesale  Canning  Co.  The  change  over  from  Ministry 
Control  to  Public  use  was  surprisingly  smooth  and  I must  pay  tribute  here  to  the  assistance  given 
by  Mr.  Idwal  Davies  the  Slaughterhouse  Superintedent.  Much  requires  to  be  done  to  the  Abbattoir 
both  by  way  of  renovation  and  re-modelling  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  essential  work  will  be  shortly 
put  in  hand.

Public  Health  (Meat  Regulations) 


During  the  year  234  inspections  and  observations  were  made  in  connection  with  markets,  shops, 
stalls,  etc.,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  above  regulations  were  being  complied  with. 

Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

During  the  year  171  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  to  rat-infested  premises.  Drains  have  been 
inspeaed  and  tested,  and  any  defects  found  have  been  remedied.  Rat  runs  have  been  sealed  up 
and  where  necessary  poison  baits  laid.  Advice  has  been  given  to  all  complainants  so  desiring,  and 
“ Warfarin  ” supplied  free  of  charge. 

The  Coimcil’s  tips  have  been  baited  at  frequent  intervals  and  a complete  treatment  of  all 
sewer  manholes  was  carried  out  twice  during  the  year. 

Disinfection  Work. 

The  number  of  cases  of  verminious  premises  has  reduced  considerably  during  the  past  few 
years.  Only  8 cases  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  1954.  Re-visits  to  the 
infected  premises  were  not  necessary  after  the  initial  treatment. 

REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR 
(Mr.  J.  A.  Edwards,  B.Eng.,  A.M.I.C.E.,  A.M.T.P.I.,  Etc.) 

During  1954,  both  the  quality  and  the  quantity  of  the  water  have  been  satisfactory. 
Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  water  were  made  monthly  at  the  Lakes  Dulyn  & Melynllyn 
and  at  the  balancing  tank  at  Llanbedr  immediately  before  treatment.  At  the  last-named  point 
water  is  sterihzed  by  the  Chloranine  Process,  using  injections  of  Ammonia  and  Chlorine  gases, 
and  bacteriological  examinations  are  taken  weekly  at  various  points  in  the  district  network. 

The  results  have  been  satisfactory  and  the  majority  of  reports  taken  by  an  independent 
Analyst  at  Conway  Public  Health  Laboratories  shewed  Ministry  of  Health  Classification  i.  No 
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serious  contamination  has  been  experienced,  and  any  samples  which  have  fallen  below  Classifica- 
tion have,  on  subsequent  tests  from  the  same  source,  yielded  Class  i results,  shewing  that  the 
original  inability  to  obtain  this  standard  had  been  probably  due  to  sampling  errors. 

There  are  6080  properties  in  the  District  which  are  supplied  with  water  direct.  There 
are  no  properties  in  the  town  which  are  served  by  means  of  standpipes. 

REPORT  OF  THE  METEOROLOGICAL  OBSERVER. 

(Mr.  Glyn  a.  Roberts,  F.R.Met.S.,  A.R.S.I.) 

The  Meteorological  Station  is  situated  at  the  Llandudno  Cricket  Ground  and  occupies  a 
central  position.  The  site  is  13  feet  above  mean  sea  level. 

The  instruments  comprise  one  Kew  Pattern  Barometer,  Maximum  and  Minimum  Therm- 
ometers, Wet  and  Dry  Bulb  Hygrometers,  Grass  Minimum  Thermometer,  Rain  Gauge,  Campbell- 
Stokes  Sunshine  Recorder,  Baragraph,  Hygrograph  and  Thermograph.  During  1954  it  is  hoped 
to  install  an  Anemometer  for  recording  the  speed  of  the  wind.  All  the  instruments  have  been 
tested  and  certified  at  the  National  Physical  Laboratory  and  the  Station  is  inspected  annually  by  an 
Inspector  from  the  Meteorological  Office,  Air  Ministry. 

Telegraphed  reports  are  made  daily  to  the  Meteorological  Office  to  assist  the  compilation  of 
Weather  Reports.  Complete  Weather  Summaries  are  forwarded  monthly  to  Air  Ministry. 

Reports  are  made  regularly  to  the  Local  Press,  and  from  time  to  time  special  observations  and 
researches  are  made  for  University  Departments,  Government  Departments,  Insurance  Com- 
panies, Scientific  Bodies  and  others. 

Complete  sets  of  Weather  figures  are  available  since  1909  and  mean  values  and  miscellaneous 
figures  date  back  as  far  as  1861,  when  the  late  Dr.  J.  Nicol,  M.D.,  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
commenced  to  make  daily  weather  observations. 

MISCELLANEOUS  NOTES  ON  THE  WEATHER  OF  1954 

The  sunshine  total  for  the  year  was  most  disappointing  with  only  1,429  hours  compared  with 
the  forty  years  of  mean  1496  hours.  The  total  for  1953  was  1,690  hours  while  1952  received  1507 
hours  sunshine.  The  year  started  in  a moderate  manner  then  March  bucked  up  followed  by  April 
with  a fine  total  of  217  hours.  This  was  the  best  April  total  since  1929,  May  June  July  and  August 
became  progressively  poorer  until  September  rallied  with  176  hours.  October  was  feeble  and  then 
November  and  December  and  produced  reasonable  totals. 

During  the  year  bright  sunshine  was  recorded  on  313  days  and  the  most  sun  recorded  in  one 
day  was  14.3  hours  on  the  ist  June.  September  was  the  only  month  with  some  sunshine  every 
day.  The  poorest  month  was  January  with  bright  sunshine  recorded  on  18  days  only. 

The  year’s  total  rainfall  was  34  32  inches  compared  with  the  40  year’s  mean  of  29  13  inches. 
January,  April  and  December  were  the  only  months  with  below  average  totals.  November  received 
almost  twice  its  average  share  of  rain  with  5.55  inches.  October  had  a heavy  total  of  5.29  inches. 

The  number  of  “ rain  days  ” (more  than  o.oi  ins.)  during  the  year  was  205  days.  April  and 
May  had  only  5 days  and  9 days  respectively,  while  September,  although  having  a good  sunshine 
total,  had  rain  on  25  of  its  30  days.  The  heaviest  fall  in  24  hours  was  1.43  inches  on  5th  November, 
completely  washing  out  Guy  Fawkes  Night.  The  23rd  October  had  a heavy  total  of  1.20  inches. 
At  the  time  of  their  occurence  these  totals  probably  seemed  like  deluges,  but  they  fall  into  insignifi- 
cance when  compared  with  inches  in  15  minutes  at  Guernsey  in  August  1914  or  46  inches  in 
24  hours  at  Baguio  in  the  Phillipines  in  June  1911  ! 

The  highest  temperature  recorded  during  the  year  was  76  degrees  on  the  ist  September  and 
the  lowest  temperature  was  16  degrees  on  the  2nd  February,  a temperature  range  of  60  degrees. 
So  far  as  the  writer  can  discover,  the  hottest  temperature  recorded  in  the  world  is  136  degrees 
Fahr.  to  the  South  of  Tripoli  and  the  coldest  90  degrees  below  at  Verkoshark  in  Siberia.  These 
figures  represent  a temperature  range  of  nearly  230  degrees  Fahr.  between  two  inhabited  places. 
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Thi  following  Tables  shew  Means,  Extremes  and  Totals  month  by  month  for  the  whole  year.

Water  Supply. 

The  supply  from  Aber  Lake  and  Carmanain  Reservoir  proved  adequate  throughout  the  year. 
The  proposed  new  schemes  of  improvement  to  the  supply  has  not  yet  been  finally  approved. 

Sewerage. 

The  usual  inspections  and  periodical  cleaning  of  the  sewers  were  carried  out.  The  outfall 
main  sewer  was  repaired. 

Public  Sanitary  Conveniences. 

All  Conveniences  are  cleaned  daily,  and  three  times  daily  during  the  summer  months. 
Scavenging. 

The  main  roads  are  cleaned  daily,  and  other  roads  once  weekly. 

House  Refuse. 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  the  Council’s  own  refuse  vehicle  and  staff. 
Disinfection. 

During  the  year  one  house  was  disinfected. 

Housing. 

Twenty-two  houses  are  in  course  of  erection,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupation  early  in  the 
new  year. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

Three  private  slaughter  houses  were  granted  licences,  and  one  only  is  in  use.  Slaughtering 
takes  place  on  two  days  a week,  and  on  other  days  when  due  notice  of  slaughtering  is  given.  All 
carcases  and  offal  are  inspected  prior  to  leaving  the  slaughter  house. 

Meat,  Milk  and  other  Foods. 

All  food  shops,  and  other  premises  connected  with  the  preparation  of  food  are  periodically 
inspected.  The  following  were  voluntarily  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  & SURVEYOR 
A.  Crowther,  M.S.I.A.,  M.R.,  San.I. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  was  generally  satisfactory  in  1954.  No  emergency  supplies  were  necessary 
and  reservoirs  kept  full  almost  all  the  year  due  to  the  wet  summer.  The  Council  however,  decided 
to  implement  a waste  detection  scheme  to  find  and  repair  the  large  number  of  bursts  on  Council 
mains  and  house  service  pipes. 

This  waste  detection  scheme  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  two  schemes  of  duplicating  looo  yards  of  mains  completed  in  1953  resulted  in  certain 
properties,  which  has  received  only  a meagre  supply  in  the  summer  months,  receiving  a constant 
and  adequate  supply  all  the  year. 

The  whole  district  is  now  well  served  with  a piped  supply  with  the  exception  of  just  a few 
I detached  farms  on  high  ground  which  are  above  the  reservoir  altitude. 

Sewers. 

The  system  of  regular  inspection,  flushing  etc.,  inaugurated  in  1952  was  continued  and  no 
serious  blockage  occurred.  One  property,  liable  to  back-flooding  when  the  high  level  sewer  was 
temporarily  overloaded  due  to  storm  water,  was  disconnected  from  the  high  level  sewer  and  con- 
nected to  the  low  level  sewer.  No  further  flooding  has  occurred  since. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  •Council  decided  for  the  first  time  to  charge  for  the  collection  of  Trade  Refuse  from 
shops.  Despite  some  early  opposition  by  a few  tradespeople  the  principle  has  been  accepted  and 
1 the  service  now  operates  smoothly.  A twice  weekly  collection  of  Trade  Waste  is  made  and  a weekly 
collection  of  house  refuse. 

During  the  year  the  problem  of  disposing  of  ashes  from  the  Incinerator,  which  was  inevitable, 
had  to  be  met  due  to  all  the  ground  in  the  vicinity  being  used.  It  was  decided  to  reopen  the  tip 
as  a temporary  measure  pending  the  acquisition  of  a new  and  more  suitable  site. 

i Housing. 

No  new  Council  houses  were  built  mainly  due  to  the  difficulties  of  finding  a suitable  site. 
The  Council  after  careful  examination  of  the  list  of  applicants  decided  that  30  new  houses  were 
j required.  The  Council  at  present  own  244  houses. 

Caravan  Sites. 

Subsequent  to  consideration  of  a joint  report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself 
on  the  sanitary  facilities  at  the  existing  caravan  sites  a list  of  model  conditions  was  adopted  to  apply 
to  all  existing  and  all  new  caravan  sites.  The  site  owners  were  notified  accordingly  that  the  issue 
of  licences  under  Sec.  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  would  in  future  be  dependant  upon 
the  site  complying  with  all  the  conditions. 

Ice  Cream. 

Two  licences  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream  were  issued  during  the  year.  No  new  licences  for  manu- 
facturing premises  were  issued.

Food  Inspection. 

One  private  slaughterhouse  was  re-opened  in  July  after  structural  improvement  on  cessation 
of  Centralised  Slaughtering  and  this  private  slaughterhouse  was  used  jointly  by  the  three  local 
butchers.  Slaughtering  invariably  is  carried  out  during  the  evenings  and  inspection  is  made  the 
following  morning.  A 100%  inspection  service  was  maintained.

Report  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1954 

Water  Supply 

Water-main  extensions  to  the  lower  area  of  Mynydd  Llandegai  and  Aberpwll  were  com- 
pleted during  the  year. 

There  does  not  now  appear  to  be  any  apparent  reason  why  work  on  the  proposed  new  water 
scheme  for  the  Aber  District  should  not  be  commenced  in  the  very  near  future. 
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Sewerage.  ^ 

It  is  probable  that  work  will  soon  be  commenced  on  the  new  sewerage  scheme  for  the  PenrhoS 
District. 

Up  to  the  present  148  properties  have  been  connected  to  the  Tregarth  sewers. 

Housing 

Ten  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 

It  is  said  that  the  Penrhyn  Estate  will  soon  be  selling  a considerable  number  of  their  properties. 
If  this  does  take  place,  the  rate  of  connecting  houses  to  the  new  sewers  in  the  Tregarth  District 
should  be  on  the  increase. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  four  properties  where  ‘ Improvement  Grants  ’ have  been  made  available. 
Food 

Food  is  sold  from  twenty-seven  premises  in  the  area.  Four  of  these  have  been  granted 
the  Certificate  of  the  County’s  Clean  Food  Association. 

No  animals  are  salughtered  within  the  area.  Meat  is  mainly  imported  from  adjoining  districts. 
All  unsound  food,  which  is  normally  voluntarily  surrendered,  is  disposed  of  by  the  Council. 

Rodent  Control. 

Since  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  ceased  to  operate  in  the  destruction  of  rats,  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  Bethesda  and  Ogwen  Councils  to  jointly  consider  employing  one  full  time  operator. 

Public  Scavenging. 

The  work  is  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  contracts.  No  provision  is  made  for  the  collection 
of  night  soil  and  this  is  causing  some  inconvenience  in  one  small  locality. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

In  cases  of  infectious  diseases  disinfection  is  carried  out  and  disinfectant  supplied.  The  Council 
compensates  in  eases  of  tuberculosis  where  destruction  of  bedding  is  considered  necessary.

Public  Abattoir. 

The  Ministry  of  Food’s  Control  Scheme  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  came  to  an  end  on  July 
3rd.  From  that  day  onward  the  ‘ throughput  ’ at  the  abattoir  increased  considerably  and  it  was  seen 
that  immediate  steps  would  have  to  be  taken  in  the  way  of  mechanisation,  i.e.  electric  saws,  hoist 
etc.  Some  delay  was  experienced  but  the  equipment  mentioned  was  installed  and  in  working  order 
by  March  1955.  The  Health  Committee  are  at  present  considering  further  inprovements  to  the 
abattoir.

Disinfection. 


All  premises  where  a case  of  infectious  disease  had  been  notified  were  fumigated  with  formal- 
dehyde gas.  The  homes  of  tubercular  patients  removed  to  hospital  were  similarly  treated. 

Drainage. 

The  testing  of  drains  laid  to  serve  new  houses,  factories  etc.,  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Department.  During  the  year  the  drainage  for  four  new  houses  was  tested  and  found  satisfactory. 
Several  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  of  houses  to  clear  choked  drains  and  in  one  case  a drain 
that  served  five  houses  and  was  continually  giving  trouble  was  attended  to  by  the  Surveyor’s  Depart- 
ment. 

Food  Hygiene. 

Whenever  possible,  visits  were  made  to  Shops,  Cafes,  Restaurants,  Butchers  Shops,  fishmongers 
etc.,  in  order  to  ascenain  whether  a reasonable  standard  of  hygiene  was  being  maintained.  The 
general  standard  was  fairly  good,  but  because  of  the  demand  at  the  Abattoir,  the  time  needed  for 
this  work  was  not  available.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  “ teething  ” troubles  have  been  overcome 
at  the  Abottoir  a systematic  inspection  of  all  food  premises  will  be  possible. 

Rodent  Control. 

A rodent  control  service  is  maintained  by  the  Council.  During  the  year  Shops,  Cafes,  Hotels 
Industrial  premises  and  private  houses  have  received  attention.  A free  service  is  given  to  private 
dwelling  houses,  whilst  a charge  is  levied  on  all  other  premises.

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  was  again  inadequate  during  the  latter  part  of  July  and  the  beginning  of 
August,  but  considerable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  towards  improving  it. 

All  the  sluice,  scour  and  air  valves  have  been  located  and  reconditioned,  and  are  now  in  perfe  ct 
working  order  and  during  the  month  of  October  a length  of  866  yards  was  re-bored  and  relined  with 
a resultant  increase  in  flow  to  the  town  of  2,000  gallons  per  hour.  As  a result  of  this  and  con- 
sultations with  our  Water  Engineers,  a series  of  tests  were  commenced  towards  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  to  isolate  the  built  up  areas  of  the  main  trunk  main  and  encouraging  results  were  obtained 
from  those  done  by  the  end  of  December. 
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The  Council  constructed  a break  pressure  tank  that  has  reduced  the  pressure  in  the^  /er 
half  of  the  town  by  approximately  one-third  and  thus  reduced  tlie  wastage  of  water  through  small 
leakages. 

Meanwhile  the  work  of  detecting  leaks  and  wastage  of  water  between  the  hours  of  1 1 p.m. 
and  4 a.m.  was  continued.  1490  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

Sewage. 

Beyond  a few  blocked  drains  in  the  Council  house  Estates  no  trouble  was  experienced  during 
the  year. 

26  visits  were  made. 

Scavenging. 

All  roads  were  swept  daily  throughout  the  town  except  the  Caernarvon  Road  which  was 
swept  once  every  two  days.  Again  extra  waste  paper  buckets  were  installed  in  the  town. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Salvage. 

The  efficient  system  of  refuse  collection  was  again  maintained  with  overtime  being  worked 
during  the  season  to  give  the  Hotels  an  extra  service  during  the  height  of  the  season. 

The  sale  of  salvage  is  still  discontinued  although  a service  is  still  maintained  for  the  business 
premises. 

Rodent  Control. 

Again  this  year  only  the  essential  services  and  complaints  were  dealt  with  due  to  the  extra 
work  being  done  on  water  supplies.

Food  Inspection. 

The  existing  high  standard  of  food  handhng  was  maintained  this  year  in  Criccieth,  one  shop 
being  re-fitted  with  hygiene  appliances  and  fittings.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  include  the  few 
remaining  shops  in  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  clean  handling  of  food. 

There  was  a considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  tins  of  ham  that  were  surrendered  during  the 
year.  109  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 


Public  Conveniences. 

The  Conveniences  are  cleaned  every  morning  throughout  the  year  with  re-visits  during  the 
day  by  the  part  time  attendant  during  the  Summer  season.  All  the  interior  woodwork  was  repainted 
by  direct  labour,  new  automatic  locks  were  fitted  and  in  some  cases  new  W.C.  pans  and  cisterns 
replacing  the  older  and  defective  types. 
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The  Council’s  Miniature  Golf  Course  and  Bowling  Green  still  continues  to  be  an  attraction 
during  the  holiday  season  and  little  extras  have  been  added  to  the  golf  course  to  help  the  people 
that  play  on  it. 

Twelve  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  occurred  during  the  year  and  very  few  premises  were 
disinfected  although  this  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  on  request. 

The  Council  still  have  only  five  permanent  workmen  with  one  extra  workman  employed  for 
the  Summer  months.  Most  of  their  time  during  the  Winter  months  was  spent  on  cutting  to  the 
water  main  and  making  flow  checks.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Sources.  Treatment. 

Murcwymp — Springs.  Chlorination. 

Cwmceihog — Upland  Surface.  Chlorination  and  Soda  Ash. 

The  town  had  an  uninterrupted  supply  of  water  throughout  the  year  and  good  pressures  were 
maintained  in  all  parts. 

A large  number  of  valves  were  replaced,  this  being  part  of  the  Council's  programme  to  replace 
all  old  valves  so  as  to  divide  the  town  into  sections  in  order  to  facilitate  investigations  into  the  heavy 
night  flow. 

Plans  have  been  approved  for  the  relaying  of  the  existing  2 inch  main  with  a new  3 inch  main 
in  the  village  of  Abererch.  This  work  will  be  carried  out  during  the  next  financial  year. 

Sewerage. 

No  major  trouble  was  experienced  during  the  year.  180  yards  of  the  Penrhydhniog — Maes 
section  was  clemred  of  silt. 

Housing. 

20  permanent  houses  were  completed  on  the  Ffordd  Mela  Estate,  and  layout  and  house  plans 
are  being  prepared  for  a further  46 — three-bedroomed  houses  on  this  site. 

Existing  Council  houses  are  maintained  by  the  Council’s  own  maintenance  staff. 

Scavenging. 

M?  n streets  are  swept  daily  and  other  roads  once  or  twice  a week. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Our  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  as  in  previous  years.  All  premises  within  the 
Borough  are  being  cleared  once  a week,  houses  in  the  central  area,  shops  and  bakehouses  twice  a 
week.  Extra  collections  are  made  from  Fish  Shops  and  Hotels  during  the  summer  months. 

This  service  is  fast  becoming  a heavy  burden  on  the  rates  and  in  order  to  try  and  keep  down 
the  cost,  my  Council  commenced  making  a small  charge  for  the  collection  and  removal  of  trade 
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lefuse.  As  with  all  new  schemes  we  have  not  met  with  the  success  one  would  desire,  the  main  trouble 
being  the  definition  of  what  constitutes  “ trade  refuse.” 

Infectious  Diseases. 

No  serious  epidemic  occurred  during  the  year.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  following  cases  of 
infectious  diseases.  In  cases  of  Tuberculosis  where  destruction  of  bedding  is  recommended,  the 
Council  make  a contribution  towards  replacements. 

Research  on  Pathogenesis  (Soil  Analysis). 

The  Scientific  Advisory  Committee  of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign  is  still  con- 
ducting its  survey  into  all  deaths  from  cancer  in  this  area  and  at  the  request  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  a number  of  soil  samples  were  taken  from  specified  houses  and  sent  to  the  Agricul- 
tural Chemistry  Department  of  the  University  College  of  North  Wales  for  analysis. 

Rodent  Control. 

All  sewers  are  treated  twice  annually  and  the  refuse  tip  every  three  months.  Systematic 
inspection  of  premises  was  carried  out  and  good  success  derived  from  the  use  of  Warfarin  com- 
pounds. No  major  infestation  was  reported  during  the  year. 

Public  Conveniences. 

The  new  13  cubicle  Ladies’  Convenience  at  the  Maes  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
the  old  Ladies’  Convenience  converted  and  added  to  the  existing  Gents’  Convenience. 

The  Conveniences  are  cleaned  by  part-time  attendants  during  the  morning  and  revisited 
during  the  day  time. 

Caravan  Sites. 

There  are  two  licensed  Caravan  Sites  in  the  Borough  and  both  have  a mains  supply  of  water 
and  flush  lavatories. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Under  the  Government  Slaughtering  and  Meat  Distribution  Scheme,  Pwllheli  Abattoir 
was  the  slaughtering  centre  for  the  Borough  of  Pwllheli  and  the  greater  part  of  the  Lleyn  District 
and  during  the  summer  months  for  the  Butlin’s  Camp. 

When  the  Government  scheme  ended  last  July,  the  Abattoir  reverted  to  its  precontrol  status 
and  covers  mostly  the  same  area  as  under  control  and  in  the  first  few  months  of  free  trading  in 
meat  slaughtering  was  heavy,  and  a number  of  small  contractors  sprang  up,  who  slaughtered  in 
Pwllheh  and  told  the  meat  in  the  wholesale  markets  of  Liverpool  and  Manchester. 

Owing  to  the  irregularity  of  slaughtering  and  the  difficulty  in  confining  the  hours  of  slaughtering 
to  the  prescribed  hours  much  evening  slaughtering  is  carried  out  giving  an  additional  burden  and 
responsibility  to  me  as  Meat  Inspector  together  with  the  many  added  extra  hours  of  evening  work. 

356  visits  were  made  to  the  Abattoir  during  the  year  and  the  total  number  of  animals  inspected 
and  meat  condemned  is  as  follows  : — 

Animals  inspected  : Cattle  971  ; Sheep,  6599  ; Pigs,  1273  ; Calves,  363. 

Meat  condemned,  19,110!  lbs.  of  which  5,377  lbs.  was  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

Food  Inspection. 

Regular  inspection  is  made  of  food  shops  and  food  producing  premises  and  a steady  progress 
is  to  be  seen. 

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  a number  of  premises  and  also  the  installation  of 
hot  and  cold  running  water  in  all  of  the  bigger  establishments.

Tuberculosis  caused  two  deaths  in  1954.  There  was  one  death  in  1953.  The  1954  rate  was 
0.51  compared  with  0.25  in  1953.  The  1954  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.179. 

Four  deaths  were  caused  by  Cancer  compared  with  seventeen  in  1953.  The  1954  rate,  per 
1,000  population,  was  1.02  as  compared  with  4.33  in  1953.  The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
2.035. 

There  was  one  death  caused  by  Influenza,  making  a rate  of  0.25.  There  were  no  deaths  in 
1953-  The  1954  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.04.

Housing. 

The  housing  needs  have  been  mostly  met  with  the  142  houses  owned  by  the  Council, 

Water  Supply. 

The  Portmadoc  Waterworks  Company  has  kept  an  adequate  supply,  even  in  the  summer 
and  almost  all  properties  are  receiving  a piped  supply. 

Sewerage. 

The  new  sewage  disposal  works  is  now  functioning  well  and  has  made  a considerable  difference 
in  preventing  flooding  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  town. 

General. 

Again  the  public  health  of  the  district  is  high — progress  is  steady  in  every  direction. 
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SUMMARY  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1954 
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The  Estimated  population  for  1954  was  as  compared  with  23,440  in  1953. 

The  Birth  Rate,  per  1,000  of  population  was  13.79  as  compared  with  13.3  in  1953.  The  Birth 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.2. 

The  General  Death  Rate,  per  1,000  of  population  was  15.68  as  compared  with  14.  i in  1953. 
The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.3. 

As  in  1953,  there  was  one  death  from  Maternal  causes  making  a rate  of  3.11  per  1,000  live 
births.  The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.69. 

One  Death  was  caused  by  a Zymotic  Disease  (Whooping  Cough)  making  a Rate  of  0.04. 
There  was  no  Zymotic  Mortality  in  1953. 

Sixteen  deaths  were  caused  by  Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary  and  Non-Pulmonary),  one  more 
than  in  1953.  The  1954  Rate,  per  1,000  of  population,  was  0.68,  compared  with  0.63  in  1953. 
The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1954  was  0.179. 

Seventy  deaths  were  caused  by  Cancer,  one  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  1954  Rate  was 
3.00  compared  with  2.92  in  1953.  The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  2.035. 

As  in  1953  there  was  no  Influenza  Mortality.

I.  HOUSING. 

Housing  continues  to  receive  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Council,  and  104  v;ere  completed 
during  the  year,  thus  bringing  the  total  owned  by  the  Council  to  1161.  20  houses  were  built  by 
private  enterprise. 

It  is  becoming  apparent  lately  that  a few  Council  tenants,  used  to  a small  rental  house,  are 
seeking  lower  rent  houses.  Also,  some  selected  applicants  to  vacant  Council  houses  are  refusing 
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^nancy, because  of  the  high  rent,  as  compared  to  the  rent  of  pre-war  houses  in  the  District- 
'Ine  question  arises  how  will  those  displaced  families  in  Clearance  Areas  be  able  to  pay  the  high 
rent  ? The  Housing  Repairs  & Rents  Act,  1954,  places  emphasis  on  the  housing  of  displaced  families 
in  Clearance  Areas  and  unfit  houses,  and  the  Council  will  be  faced  with  the  problem  of  “ housing 
these  families,  versus,  the  young  married  couples  and  old  people.”  It  is  often  explained  by  young 
married  couples  without  children,  that  they  refrain  from  having  children  because  of  their  present 
overcrowded  accommodation.  They  get  less  sympathy  because  they  have  no  children. 

The  proposals  for  exercise  of  functions  of  local  authorities  to  deal  with  Clearance  Areas,  etc. 
as  requested  under  Section  i of  the  Housing  Repairs  & Rents  Act,  1954,  are  being  prepared. 

Action  was  taken  under  Section  ii.  Housing  Act,  1936  in  respect  to  36  dwelhnghouses,  and 
31  famihes  received  alternative  accommodation. 

The  Council  have  wholeheartedly  accepted  their  responsibility  to  give  grants  for  improve- 
ments and  conversions,  as  provided  by  the  Housing  Acts. 

62  applications  were  considered  and  approved  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

2.  Sewerage. 

The  Llanrug  & Cwmyglo  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  is  expected  to  commence 
early  in  1955.  Tenders  have  been  received  for  the  Bethel  Scheme,  and  the  Council  awaits  the 
Ministry’s  approval  to  the  recommended  Contractor.  Work  is  proceeding  on  the  Llanberis  Sewerage 
and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme.  The  completion  of  these  schemes  will  permit  the  erection  of  houses 
on  land  already  owned  by  the  Council  at  Llanberis,  Llanrug  and  Bethel. 

The  Consulting  Engineer’s  Report,  in  detail,  is  awaited,  for  a comprehensive  sev/erage  and 
sewage  disposal  works  to  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Llanwnda  and  Llandwrog. 

Sewerage  disposal  for  the  Parish  of  LlanUyfni  is  very  unsatisfactory. 

The  Council  has  14  disposal  works  to  be  maintained  in  its  large  and  scattered  area,  which 
involves  heavy  expenditure.  There  are  also  iidisposal  works  serving  Council  houses  only.  During 
the  year,  the  total  expenditure  on  the  maintenance  of  these  works  and  the  sewerage  systems,  was 
£10,510  equivalent  to  a rate  of  4/2d. 

The  new  schemes  now  carried  out,  together  with  the  elimination  of  a large  number  of  existing 
small  and  and  inefficient  works,  will  bring  the  permitted  discharge  of  sewage  effluent  entering 
rivers  and  streams  within  the  standard  that  will  be  prescribed  by  the  Rivers  Board,  under  the 
Rivers  Pollution  Act. 


3.  Water  Supply. 

The  area  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  water,  and  the  quahty  received  the  constant  attention 
of  the  Council.  There  are  six  chlorinating  plants  on  the  main  sources. 

Approval  has  been  received  for  a new  supply  at  Bicell,  Bontnewydd  to  supplement  the  Bont- 
newydd — Llanfaglan  supply.  The  Ministry’s  approval  is  awaited  to  the  Upper  Clynnog  “ Celler 
Ddu.”  source  scheme,  to  supply  this  sparsely  populated  agricultural  area,  and  to  supplement 
existing  small  hamlet  sources. 

The  storage  capacity  in  some  areas  is  becoming  inadequate,  due  to  the  increased  demand 
by  farmers  for  water  supplies  to  dairy  farms,  and  the  erection  of  nearly  600  houses  since  the  war. 
and  the  large  number  of  pre-war  houses  modernised  with  baths. 

31  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  3 samples  were  not  to  the 
required  standard,  and  certain  works  to  improve  the  quality  were  carried  out  without  delay. 

During  the  year,  the  whole  expenditure  on  the  maintenance  of  water  supplies  and  the  works 
of  improvement  was  £11,447. 

4.  Scavenging. 

Refuse  coUtetion  is  undertaken  throughout  the  whole  area  of  the  Council,  except  in  very 
isolated  points,  where  transportation  is  not  possible. 

There  are  two  ii  cu.  yds.  Deiuiis  Vehicles  operating  this  work,  and  eight  men  are  employed 
full-time.  The  employees  are  provided  with  boiler  suits,  weather  clothes,  and  a constant  supply 
of  gloves.  Soap  and  washing  utensils  are  carried  in  the  vehicles. 
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The  expenditure  for  the  year  was  £5,485,  equivalent  to  a rate  of  2/i^d.,  or  13/4^. 
per  annum. 

The  increase  in  tourist  motoring  has  brought  the  problem  of  litter  nuisance  on 
miles  of  mountain  roads  and  paths.

5.  Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  continues  to  employ  a full-time  Operator  on  this  work. 

Properties  inspected  included  70  local  authority  properties  ; 540  dwellinghouses  ; 81  business 
premises  ; 373  farms  ; and,  as  a result,  177  minor  infestations  were  discovered.  The  Council 
treated  205  premises. 


6.  Ice  Cream. 

49  samples  were  taken,  and  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  continues  to  be  maintained. 

7.  Meat  Inspection. 

The  end  of  meat  rationing  has  increased  the  work  of  meat  inspection  at  the  Bacon  Factory, 
Portdinorwic,  as,  since  de-rationing,  a large  number  of  pigs  have  been  slaughtered  for  pork  meat. 

One  Iv’ence  was  granted  to  a slaughterhouse  at  Talysarn,  for  the  use  of  meat  traders  in  Nantlle 
Valley,  anC  Parishes  of  Clynnog  and  Llandwrog. 


During  the  year,  16,312  pigs  were  inspected  at  the  Bacon  Factory,  Portdinorwic.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTORS 
(Mr.  E.  E.  Roberts  and  Mr.  C.  Jones) 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

This  service  is  being  annually  increased  by  the  Council  who  undertake  collection  in  additional 
areas,  but  the  demand  for  the  service,  by  far  exceeds  the  requests  granted. 

The  Council  are  reluctant  to  change  their  policy  regulating  the  methods  of  collection  which 
continues  to  be  done  by  contract.  There  are  ten  different  contractors  collecting  domestic  refuse 
in  the  various  parishes,  some  with  motor  vehicles,  others  with  tractors  and  trailers  or  horse  and 
cart.  This  work  is  generally  done  quite  satisfactorily,  but  there  are  some  complaints  from  residents 
regarding  the  work  of  some  of  the  contractors.  One  of  the  major  disadvantages  of  the  existing 
system  is  the  lack  of  direct  control  by  the  Council  and  the  fact  that  none  of  the  contractors  have 
properly  covered  vehicles  to  carry  the  refuse  and  complaints  are  made  by  residents  in  the  heavily 
built-up  areas,  of  offensive  matter  being  blown  about.  On  the  other  hand,  having  regard  to  the 
area  of  the  Authority,  the  existing  arrangements  prove  more  economical  to  the  Council. 

By  today,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  refuse  disposal  arrangements  are  confined  to  two 
centrally  situated  controlled  tipping  sites  (one  in  each  division  of  the  area).  These  tips  are  ideally 
situated  for  convenience  of  transport  and  are  particulary  remote  from  residential  centres.  The  tips 
are  very  well  maintained  although  difficulty  is  experienced  at  times  in  reducing  rat  infestations 
and  spontaneous  combustion.  It  is  intended  in  time  to  develop  the  sites  for  ultimate  use  as  the 
Council’s  central  refuse  transport  depots.  This  service  today  is  available  for  nearly  two-thirds  of  a 
population  of  18,000.  The  collection  of  night  soil  is  also  undertaken  by  the  Council  in  certain 
localities.  However  essential  this  service  might  be,  its  maintenance  is  difficult  whilst  the  transport 
and  disposal  of  the  night  soil  presents  a formidable  problem  to  the  Council. 

Sewerage. 

The  rural  area  is  served  by  as  many  as  thirty-two  different  disposal  works,  some  servicing 
a small  isolated  number  of  houses,  whilst  others  serve  large  localities  of  four  to  six  thousand  popula- 
tion. Each  works,  whether  large  or  small,  requires  regular  maintenance  attention  and  every  effort 
is  being  made  to  maintain  supervision  of  the  plants  to  ensure  a satisfactory  standard  of  effluent, 
but  owing  to  the  limited  labour  available  and  the  difficulties  of  transport  between  the  many  disposal 
works,  it  has  not  always  been  possible  to  maintain  the  desired  standard  of  attention.  It  should  also 
be  noted  that ‘the  post-war  rush  of  housing  development  has  strained  and  overloaded  existing 
sewerage  disposal  plants  in  some  villages  to  a point  where  their  working  efficiency  is  irrecoverable. 

In  areas  where  the  Council  provide  a public  sewer  for  the  first  time,  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  about  80%  of  the  properties  are  connected  to  the  sewer  within  a very  short  time,  but  the  re- 
maining 20%  who  do  not  connect  their  properties  which  are  generally  let  in  tenancies,  present  much 
difficulty  to  the  Council. 
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. ^'siN'G  AND  Sanitation. 

Housing  conditions  in  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  rural  area  are  generally  poor  and  are  rapidly 
deteriorating.  Most  of  these  houses  are  without  damp-proof  courses  and  are  extensively  affected, 
by  dampness,  the  amenities  are  poor  as  they  lack  proper  sanitation,  natural  lighting  is  poor  and 
washing  and  cooking  facilities  are  outmoded.  Rentals  are  very  low  and  so  far  it  is  surprising  that 
owners  are  reluctant  to  take  advantage  in  cases  where  it  is  possible  to  make  use  of  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

However,  in  the  more  populated  localities  where  essential  services  are  available,  the  Council 
are  faced  with  a heavy  demand  for  grants  under  the  1949  Act  for  improvement  of  sub-standard 
dwelling  houses.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  very  effective  and  real  progress  is  being  made  in  the  adaptation 
and  conversion  of  the  older  properties  with  the  aid  of  a monetary  grant,  but  the  Council  is  somewhat 
apprehensive  at  the  number  of  applications  and  the  effect  upon  the  general  district  rate.  In  this 
area  the  number  of  housing  improvement  schemes  bears  a happy  relationship  to  the  demand  for 
Council  houses. 

The  Council  at  present  own  and  maintain  over  500  Council  houses  and  it  is  significant  that 
the  Council  have  not  received  any  request  from  tenants  for  the  sale  of  houses,  and  in  fact  today 
the  demand  for  Council  houses  has  fallen  considerably  as  compared  with  the  position  two  or  three 
years  ago,  and  the  number  of  vacant  tenancies  for  re-letting  during  the  year  was  the  highest  in  the 
post-war  years.  The  high  rent  of  Council  houses  as  compared  with  the  general  standard  of  rent 
in  the  rural  district  accounts  for  a number  of  applicants  being  hesitant  to  accept  a Council  house 
and  for  the  eagerness  of  some  tenants  to  vacate  a Council  house.  In  consequence,  it  is  felt  by  the 
Council  that  a two-bedroomed  type  of  house  would  be  more  suitable  to  the  requirements  of  many. 

The  day  to  day  supervision  of  maintenance  and  repairs,  and  control  of  all  the  Council’s  pro- 
perties now  exceeding  five  hundred  houses,  is  done  by  the  two  Sanitaryinspectors.  The  labour, 
available  for  carrying  out  this  work  are  two  tradesmen  aided  by  two  labourers  all  of  whom  also 
undertake  other  work  in  the  service  of  the  Council  as  the  urgency  demands.  Considering  that 
the  total  number  of  houses  are  made  up  of  numerous  small  estates  distributed  over  a wide  area, 
the  maintenance  work  on  the  whole  is  carried  out  quite  satisfactorily,  and  we  are  pleased  to  point 
out  that  the  relative  cost  per  house  on  maintenance  is  low  in  comparison  with  other  rural  areas. 

Development  Control  and  Building  Bye-Laws. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  responsible  for  all  applications  received  by  the  Council  under  the 
requirements  of  the  Building  Bye-Laws  and  Town  & Country  Planning  Acts.  Each  proposal 
for  development  is  investigated  and  reports  and  observations  submitted  to  the  Council  and  to  the 
Planning  Authority,  the  subsequent  supervisory  work  on  the  approval  proposals  being  a responsibility 
which  demands  much  more  time  and  attention  than  is  at  present  being  given. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  Council  have,  since  the  decontrol  of  slaughtering,  licensed  three  new  slaughterhouses,  at 
Sam,  Morfa  Nefyn  and  Llithfaen,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  responsilbe  for  the  inspection 
of  carcases  and  organs  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  visit  these  premises  at  regular  slaughtering 
days.  Difficulty  is  however  experienced  regarding  the  unusual  times  of  slaughtering,  and  as  the 
new  scheme  progresses,  it  is  envisaged  that  in  this  area,  the  disposal  of  condemned  meat  and  offal 
will  present  a serious  obstacle  to  the  efficiency  of  thus  very  essential  service  in  the  safeguarding  of 
sound  meat  supplies  for  the  public. 

Disintection. 

In  all  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  rooms  and  contents  are  disinfected  with  formalin  and  in 
all  cases  where  necessary,  infected  bedding  is  removed  and  destroyed.  The  Council  have  undertaken 
to  pay  compensation  under  Section  167  of  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  infected  bedding  where 
destroyed  at  the  direction  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Disinfectants 
are  supplied  free  to  all  necessary  cases. 

Moveable  Dwellings  and  Caravan  Sites. 

The  Lleyn  Peninsula  can  boast  of  a substantial  tourist  trade  during  the  summer  months  and 
some  of  the  coastal  villages  have  developed  into  very  popular  holiday  resorts.  The  establishment 
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of  licensed  caravan  sites  is  a matter  of  much  concern  to  the  Council  owing  to  the  rapid  expand  \ 
in  recent  years  in  this  type  of  holiday  accommodation.  The  Council  have  not,  as  yet,  given^i,/ 
consideration  to  the  establishment  of  their  own  site  although  it  is  felt  that  the  demand  might  warrant 
such  consideration.  The  existing  licensed  sites  in  the  area  accommodate  approximately  eight 
hundred  caravans  but,  of  more  concern  to  the  Council  are  the  unlicensed  sites  which  appear  in 
increasing  numbers  and  it  is  felt  that  statutory  action  in  co-operation  with  the  Planning  Authority 
will  have  to  be  taken  to  check  this  tide  of  unauthorised  development.  There  is  also  established 
within  the  area,  a large  holiday  camp  v/ith  accommodation  for  8,000  campers  including  staff,  and 
it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  a camp  of  this  magnitude,  the  health  services  and  standard  of  clean- 
liness generally  are  well  maintained.  During  the  summer  months  it  is  estimated  that  no  less  than 
14,000  persons  per  week  spend  their  holidays  in  this  manner  in  the  peninsula. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  comprehensive  scheme  for  supplying  water  from  Cwmstradllyn  Lake  to  the  whole  of 
the  peninsula  is  under  way.  At  present,  the  Council  have  about  30  different  sources  of  piped 
supply  in  various  localities,  whilst  in  other  villages  and  scattered  areas,  there  are  innumerable 
public  wells  from  which  water  is  drawn,  for  domestic  use.  Periodical  samples  are  taken  from  all 
these  sources  for  bacteriological  analyses  as  often  as  time  permits. 

It  is  our  duty  to  point  out  that,  owing  to  the  extent  of  our  additional  duties,  some  of  which 
(like  Council  housing  and  sewerage  maintenance  work),  are  year  by  year  bringing  on  increased 
responsibilities,  our  primary  duties  as  Sanitary  Officers  have  to  suffer  to  a degree  which  we  feel 
merits  some  consideration  by  the  Council. 

REPORT  OF  THE  RODENT  CONTROL  OFFICER.

Sewers. 

All  of  the  24  Sewer  systems  were  test-baited,  and  those  that  were  infested  were  treated.  The 
infested  sewers  were  : — 

Penmorfa,  Sarn,  Abererch,  Botvmnog,  Nevin,  Chwilog,  Morfa  Nevin,  Trevor,  Llanaelhaiarn, 
Llannor  A.  & B.  Pentrefelin,  Aberdaron,  Abersoch  A. 

Warfarin  was  used  with  great  success  iu  small  systems  with  an  associated  surface  infestation 
the  poison  being  placed  on  consecutive  days  until  the  infestation  had  been  cleared.  Sewers  thus 
treated  are  italicied. 

Council  Properties. 

Of  the  105  inspections  carried  out,  45  infestations  were  found,  and  55  treatments  carried  out. 
Dwelling  Houses. 

440  inspections  carried  out,  261  infestations  were  found,  and  the  council  undertook  treatment 
in  249  cases. 

Business  Premises. 

Out  of  the  total  of  88  inspections  59  properties  were  found  to  be  infested  with  either  rats  or 
mice.  The  Council  treated  55  infestations. 

Farms. 

The  total  number  of  farms  inspected  was  334,  and  267  infestations  were  found  ; the  Council 
imdertook  treatment  in  178  cases.  The  remainder  were  given  informal  notice  to  clear  the  infestations. 
No  Statutory  Notices  were  served.
